RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Trading  was  active  on  slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  at  midwest  markets  and  prices  ad- 
vanced as  broad  demand  for  slaughter  cattle 
along  with  higher  dressed  beef  prices  more 
than  offset  the  influence  of  substantially 
increased  receipts.  Slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  sold  250-$l.OO  higher  at  most  markets. 
Hog  receipts  continued  liberal  but  good  de- 
mand and  higher  dressed  pork  prices  influenced 
a  general  advance  of  500 -$1.00  on  barrows  and 
gilts.  Slaughter  lambs  closed  25 0-$l.OO 
higher  for  the  week  at  most  points. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Prices  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  showed  a  substan- 
tial advance  for  the  second  week  in  a  row  de- 
spite an  increase  of  nearly  17  percent  in 
the  12  market  cattle  receipts.  The  number 
of  slaughter  steers  sold  out  of  first  hands 
at  the  7  markets  totaled  88,325  compared  to 
75,147  the  previous  week  and  86,560  a  year 
ago.  The  average  weight  of  slaughter  steers 
at  those  markets  increased  4#  to  115 8#  but 
was  15#  below  a  year  earlier.  A  general  price 
advance  of  250-$l.OO  was  recorded  on  fed  steers 
and  heifers  under  the  influence  of  broad  de- 
mand and  higher  dressed  beef  prices.  At  St. 
Joseph  sales  were  750-$1.5O  higher,  but  the 
advance  at  that  point  in  the  previous  week 
trailed  other  markets.  Meanwhile,  Good  to 
average-Choice  steers  1250#  up  closed  steady 
to  500  lower  at  Chicago,  an  influx  of  1400- 
1650#  offerings  from  commercial  feedlots  in 
the  Plains  States  the  weakening  influence. 
Standard  and  Good  steers  over  1200#  also 
closed  as  much  as  500  lower  in  Sioux  City, 
rhe  percentage  of  cows  in  receipts  increased 
slightly  for  the  second  week,  and  prices  were 
mostly  250-750  lower  except  for  a  500-41.00 
advance  at  St.  Joseph.  Bulls  steady  to  500 
lower;  vealers  were  steady.  At  Chicago  a 
load  Prime  1335#  slaughter  steers  sold  at 
$29.50;  25  loads  high-Choice  and  Prime  1165- 
1435#  $28.75-29.00;  most  high-Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  $27.50-28.50;  bulk  Choice 
$26.00-27.50;  mixed  Good  and  Choice  $25.50- 
26.50;  Good  $23Y75-25.25.  Elsewhere  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  steers  cashed  at  $26.75- 
28.00,  load  Prime  1081#  steers  at  St.  Joseph 
$29.00;  majority  Choice  $24.50-27.00;  Good 
and  low-Choice  $22.50-25.25  except  numerous 
loads  1250-1493#  at  Omaha  $21.50-25.25.  High- 
Choice  and  Prime  heifers  over  the  area  realized 
$26.50-27.50;  Choice  $24.50-26.50;  Good  and 
low-Choice  $21.50-25.00.  Utility  and  Com- 
mercial cows  brought  $14.00-17.00,  Canners  and 
Cutters  $12.00-15.00. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Marketings  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  as  a  whole  were  seasonally  moderate  but 


there  was  more  than  the  normal  amount  of  vari- 
ation in  distribution  of  supplies  between  mar- 
kets. At  one  or  two  centers,  most  notably 
at  Sioux  City,  supplies  were  large  for  January, 
while  at  some  other  terminals  supplies  were 
small.  Varying  weather  conditions  in  different 
areas  were  a  factor  influencing  increases  or 
decreases  in  supplies  and  undoubtedly  income 
tax  problems  also  played  a  part  -  in  some 
instances  prompting  marketings  ahead  of  the 
turn  of  the  year  and  in  others  making  it  advan- 
tageous to  wait  until  the  current  year.  Abun- 
dant supplies  of  roughage  and  other  feeds  to- 
gether with  the  downward  spiral  in  slaughter 
cattle  prices  during  the  latter  part  of  1959 
followed  by  the  sharp  price  recovery  in  recent 
weeks  also  have  been  important  considerations 
influencing  both  marketings  and  demand  for 
stockers  and  feeders.  Recent  upturns  in  slaugh- 
ter cattle  prices  did  much  to  revive  interest 
in  stockers  and  feeders.  In  the  face  of  the 
currently  good  demand,  prices  for  the  second 
consecutive  week  were  stronger,  ranging  from 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  for  the  week  under  re- 
view. 

Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers 
sold  chiefly  from  $23.00-27.00,  few  Choice  500- 
600#  $27.50-30.00;  Medium  and  low-Good  $19.50- 
$23.50;  Good  and  Choice  feeders  750#  up  $22.00- 
25.00.  Feeders  800#  down  sold  well  above  the 
same  grades  900#  up,  for  example,  few  Choice 
750-850#  $25.25-26.00,  whereas  Choice  936# 
brought  $24,00.  Relatively  few  steers  over 
1000#  sold  for  further  feeding  but  feeder  buy- 
ers gave  slaughterers  considerable  competi- 
tion on  fleshy  two-way  kinds  under  1000#.  Good 
and  Choice  600-750#  heifers  brought  $21.00- 
24.00.  Good  and  Choice  steer  calves  bulked 
at  $26.00-31.00,  few  loads  $31.50-33.00. 
Choice  416#  heifer  calves  brought  $28.50, 
bulk  Good  and  Choice  $22.00-27.00.  Few  Good 
young  stock  cows  sold  at  $18.00-20.00,  majority 
Medium  and  Good  $14.00-17.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at 
the  12  markets  were  little  changed  from  the 
previous  week  or  the  same  week  last  year.  Mixed 
U.  S.  No.  1-3,  200-250#  barrows  and  gilts  made 
up  the  bulk  of  supplies  although  at  many  points 
there  was  an  increase  in  weights  over  250#. 
Sows  comprised  between  6-9  percent  at  the 
various  markets.  Price  trends  were  rather  un- 
even, but  generally  followed  the  same  pattern 
as  in  the  previous  week,  finishing  sharply 
higher  for  the  period.  In  addition  to  up- 
turns in  wholesale  pork  prices,  broad  shipper 
demand  at  many  markets  was  an  important  factor 
influencing  the  price  advance.  Compared  with 
the  previous  week's  close,  barrows  and  gilts 
were  250-$l.OO  higher,  mostly  5O0-$1.OO  up. 
Sows  sold  5O0-$1.25  higher,  largely  750-$l.OO  up. 
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At  many  markets  the  greatest  upturns  were  on 
butchers  over  240#,  and  sews  400#  and  heavier. 

On  closing  rounds  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3, 
190-250#  barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $12.25- 
13.50,  mainly  $12.50-13.50.  No.  1  and  No.  1 
and  2,  selected  lots,  usually  averaging  190- 
230#  and  largely  sorted  for  weight  and  grade 
uniformity  brought  $13.50-13.75  and  up  to 
$14.00  at  a  few  centers.  Mixed  No.  1-3, 
270-55O#  sows  bulked  at  $9.50-11.50,  mainly 
$10.00-11.50  and  up  to  $11.75  at  St.  Louis 
National  Stock  Yards. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  were  strong  at 
Sioux  City,  steady  at  Memphis  and  steady  to 
500  higher  at  So.  St.  Paul.  Medium  and  Good 
130-160#  feeder  pigs  at  Sioux  City  sold  at 
$10.00-11.00,  some  Medium  feeders  $9.50. 
Good  and  Choice  120-160#  feeder  pigs  at  So. 
St.  Paul  brought  $10.00-11.00.  At  Memphis 
Good  and  Choice  40-100#  pigs  realized  $8.00- 
10.00,  Medium  $5.00-7.00. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Hog  prices  showed  the  sharpest  weekly 
advance  in  more  than  a  year.  Receipts  were 
around  6  percent  less  than  the  previous  week's 
four-year-record  supply,  but  approximately 
21  percent  more  than  the  corresponding  week 
last  year.  Fully  70  percent  of  the  butcher 
supply  was  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  200-240#  of- 
ferings with  around  25  percent  heavier  weights 
of  mostly  No.  2  and  3  grades.  Sows  comprised 
less  than  6  percent  of  the  marketings,  where- 
as a  month  earlier  they  were  accounting  far 
almost  9  percent  of  the  run.  Late  sales  com- 
pared with  the  previous  Friday  were  850-$l.OO 
higher  on  butchers,  750-$l.OO  up  on  sows. 
U.  S.  No.  1-3,  200-240#  butchers  closed 
from  $11.85-13.00,  bulk  $12.00-12.75;  limited 
No.  1  and  2  selected  lots  $13.00-13.50.  Mix- 
ed No.  1-3,  270-400#  sows  brought  $9.75-11.00, 
400-550#  $8.00-10.00. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  around  6  percent  above  the  pre- 
vious week,  but  24  percent  below  the  corres- 
ponding week  last  year.  Prices  on  slaughter 
lambs  were  250-$l,OO  higher  aside  from  the 
steady  to  500  lower  trend  at  So.  St.  Paul. 
Slaughter  ewes  and  feeder  lambs  were  steady 
to  500  higher.  Most  mixed  Good  and  Choice 
80-115#  wooled  slaughter  lambs  sold  at  $18.00- 
19.50.  Choice  lambs  cashed  at  $19.50-20.00 
and  at  Chicago  a  few  100-104#  lambs  $20.75 
with  a  couple  packages  $21.00.  Good  and 
Choice  80-110#  shorn  lambs  with  No.  1  and  fall 
shorn  pelts  brought  $17.00-18.75,  Choice  $18.25- 
19.00,  and  up  to  $20.00  at  Indianapolis.  Cull 
to  Choice  slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $3.00-7.00. 
Most  Good  and  Choice  73-85#  feeder  lambs 
brought  $18.00-19.50  with  only  a  few  sales 
above  $19.00. 

Trading  in  the  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minnesota 
area  was  moderately  active  during  the  forepart 
of  the  week  at  steady  prices,  but  movement 


slowed  around  midweek  due  to  rain  and  snow  and 
prices  advanced.  Late  sales  on  slaughter 
lambs  were  strong  to  mostly  500  higher,  in- 
stances 750  up  on  wooled  lambs.  Slaughter  ewes 
were  steady.  Good  and  Choice  90-105#  wooled 
lambs  closed  at  $18.00-19.00  with  lots  predom- 
inately Choice  $19.00-19.50.  Good  and  Choice 
105-115#  wooled  lambs  realized  $17.00-18.50. 
Good  and  Choice  80-100#  shorn  lambs  with  No.  1 
and  fall  shorn  pelts  sold  from  $17.00-18.00 
with  some  Choice  $18.25-18.50.  Cull  to  Choice 
wooled  slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $2.00-5.00.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Demand  for  fresh 
meats  was  broad  for  the  second  consecutive 
week,  and  prices  generally  were  on  a  steady- 
to  higher  basis.  However,  weakness  developed 
on  closing  sessions,  notably  for  some  lamb 
and  steer  beef.  Fully  normal  supplies  of 
fresh  pork  cleared  well,  as  pork  moved  best 
at  Eastern  Seaboard  markets.  At  some  points 
where  fresh  receipts  of  pork  loins  were  in- 
sufficient for  outlet,  a  fairly  large  volume 
of  loins  was  withdrawn  from  freezers.  Veal 
and  calf  receipts  were  moderate,  and  clearance 
was  good  for  the  most  part.  Steer  carcasses 
750#  down  found  be3t  demand,  and  a  strong 
preference  was  indicated  for  leanness  in  the 
purchase  of  primal  cuts*  The  lull  in  demand 
at  the  close,  mainly  affected  carcasses  above 
750#.  At  New  York,  demand  was  fairly  good 
for  beef  hindquarters  late  in  the  week  but 
rather  poor  for  ribs  and  chucks  which  failed 
to  clear.  However,  clearance  was  fairly  com- 
plete at  other  markets.  Trading  on  lamb  was 
fairly  active,  with  good  clearance.  Fully 
normal  receipts  at  New  Tork  included  a  more 
liberal  portion  of  50-70#  carcasses  and  out- 
let for  such  kinds  narrowed  at  midweek  and 
thereafter,  resulting  in  declines  and  a  small 
carryover  of  carcasses  over  60#. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:  Steer 
beef  steady  to  |1.50  higher  with  bulk  sales  at 
New  York  50$  higher  and  at  Washington  and  Phil- 
adelphia $1.00  higher.  Cow  beef  sold  strong 
to  $1.50  higher.  Veal  and  calf  prices  were 
fully  $1.00  higher  at  New  York,  strong  to 
$4.00  higher  at  Philadelphia,  fully  steady  to 
strong,  instances  $1.00  higher  at  Baltimore, 
and  steady  to  $2.00  higher  at  Washington. 
Lamb  prices  advanced  $1.00-2.00  at  Philadelphia 
and  Washington,  and  were  strong  to  $3.00  higher 
at  Baltimore.  Lamb  under  50#  closed  steady 
at  New  York,  but  carcasses  over  50#  were 
steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Late  sales  on  pork 
loin3  were  $1.00-4.00  higher  for  the  week  with 
other  fresh  pork  cuts  steady  to  $3.00  higher 
at  most  points. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  steer  and  heifer 
beef,  lamb  and  fresh  pork  were  moderate  with 
receipts  of  veal  small,  particularly  Choice 
and  Prime.  Trading  was  moderately  active  on 
steer  and  heifer  beef  with  best  demand  center- 
ing on  steer  carcasses  under  700#  and  heifer 
400-600#.  All  interests  were  aggressive  far 
beef  rounds,  but  demand  was  rather  poor  for 
other  primal  beef  cuts  except  chucks  which  met 
broad  outlet  at  the  close.  Veal  trading  was 
fairly  active  and  carcasses  grading  Choice  and 
Prime  were  insufficient  for  trade  requirements. 
Moderate  demand  locally  for  carcass  lamb,  best 


movement  in  shipping  channels.  Stews  and 
shoulders  quickly  absorbed  as  buyers  concen- 
trated on  fore-end  lamb  cuts.  Fairly  active 
fresh  pork  trade  through  midweek  slowed  with 
early  upturns  on  8-12#  loins  lost  at  the 
close.  Compared  to  the  previous  Friday: 
Steer  and  heifer  beef  50$-$1.00  higher,  cow 
beef  $1.00  lower,  veal  strong  to  $1.00  higher, 
pork  loins  8-16#  steady  to  $1.50  higher,  Bos- 
ton butts  4-8#  and  spareribs  3#  down  50$- 
$1.50  higher. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Choice  steer  beef  was 
in  rather  small  supply,  while  other  grades  of 
steer  beef  were  somewhat  more  liberal  but 
not  excessive.  Cow  beef  was  slightly  lib- 
eral at  Los  Angeles  but  limited  at  Portland 
with  trading  fairly  active.  Calf  and  veal 
was  moderate.  Lamb  supply  was  moderate  but 
adequate  for  a  fairly  good  demand  while  fresh 
and  cured  pork  cuts  were  adeouate  for  a  fair 
demand.  For  the  week:  Choice  steer  beef 
steady  to  50$  lower  at  Los  Angeles  but  $1.00 
higher  at  San  Francisco,  Standard  and  Good 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  San  Francisco  but 
$1.00  lower  at  Los  Angeles;  cow  beef  steady 
to  $3.00  lower,  the  decline,  at  Los  Angeles; 
calf  and  veal  about  steady;  lamb  largely  $1.00- 
3.00  higher  except  $1.00  lower  at  Los  Angeles; 
fresh  pork  loins  unevenly  steady  to  $3.00 
higher  at  San  Francisco  and  $2.00  lower  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest;  other  fresh  pork  steady 
to  $1.00  higher;  smoked  skinned  hams  steady 
to  $2.00  lower;  the  decline  at  San  Francisco; 
sliced  bacon  steady  to  $4.00  higher;  lard 
stead;/. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

Trading  was  moderately  active  on  carlots 
of  fresh  meats  at  most  centers  with  price 
trends  rather  uneven.  Prices  on  steer  and 
heifer  beef  showed  a  general  advance  for  the 
second  straight  week  and  at  Chicago  upturns 
were  recorded  for  the  fourth  consecutive  week. 
Compared  with  previous  week's  close,  steer 
carcasses  sold  50$-$1.00  higher  at  Chicago, 
$1.00-1.50  higher  at  Omaha  and  $1.00-2.00 
higher  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  At  Denver, 
steer  carcasses  800#  down  closed  $1.00-1.50 
higher,  over  800#  steady.  Heifer  beef  sold 
50$-$1.00  higher  at  Chicago,  $1.00-1.50  higher 
at  Omaha,  steady  to  mostly  50$  higher  at  Den- 
ver and  strong  to  $2.00  up  at  Philadelphia.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was 
moderately  active.  Most  sales  were  on 
woolen  and  worsted  type  pulled  wools  with 
some  movement  of  domestic  fleece  wools. 
Lambs  wool,  bulk  62/64s  was  contracted  in 
California,  Montana, doming,  Utah,  Texas 
and  Colorado  at  strong  prices.

COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  DECEMBER  31,  1959 
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Warehouse  holdings  of  red  meats  increased  66  million  pounds  during  December 
1959.  This  -was  50  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  but  only  two-thirds  of  the 
average  net  gain.  Holdings  amounted  to  543  million  pounds  on  January  1.  These 
stocks  were  17  percent  above  holdings  on  the  same  date  last  year,  but  6  percent 
below  average.  A  net  gain  of  24  million  pounds  brought  beef  holdings  on  Janu- 
ary 1  to  201  million.  A  year  earlier  174  million  pounds  were  in  storage  while 
average  holdings  are  189  million.  A  38  million-pound  net  gain  in  pork  stocks 
during  December,  compares  with  22  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  the  average 
of  61  million.  Pork  stocks  totaled  262  million  pounds  on  January  1.  Although 
16  percent  below  average  these  stocks  were  27  percent  above  January  1,  1959. 
Frozen  ham  stocks  reduced  by  10  million  pounds  during  December,  totaled  28  mil- 
lion on  January  1.  Holdings  of  frozen  picnics  totaled  nearly  9  million  pounds 
on  January  l~up  about  2  million  from  a  month  earlier.  A  net  gain  of  31  million 
pounds  brought  stocks  of  frozen  pork  bellies  to  73  million  on  January  1.

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CATTLE  AND  CALVES  ON  FEED  -  JANUARY  1,  1960 


On  January  1,  1960,  an  estimated  7,198,000 
head  of  cattle  and  calves  were  on  feed  for  market 
in  26  feeding  States,  according  to  the  Crop  Re- 
porting Board.  This  number,  a  record  high,  was 
an  increase  of  9  percent  from  the  6,627,000  head 
on  feed  in  these  States  January  1,  1959  and  was 
up  seasonally  from  the  5,001,000  head  on  feed 
October  1,  1959.  An  additional  366,000  head  of 
cattle  and  calves  were  on  feed  for  market  in  11 
Southeastern  States  January  1  this  year —  the 
fir&t  time  number  on  feed  data  have  been  avail- 
able for  these  Southeastern  States. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in 
the  North  Central  States  January  1  this  year 
totaled  4,911,000  head  compared  with  4,677,000 
head  a  year  earlier — a  5  percent  increase,  feed- 
ing in  the  leading  States  of  Iowa,  Illinois,  and 
Nebraska  was  up  6  percent,  7  percent,  and  4  per- 
cent respectively.  Other  increases  ranged  from 
2  percent  in  Missouri  and  Ohio  to  28  percent  in 
Kansas.   Indiana  and  South  Dakota  showed  fewer 
cattle  on  feed  compared  with  January  1  last  year. 

Cattle  on  feed  January  1,  1960  in  11  Western 
States  amounted  to  1,896,000  head,  16  percent 
more  than  the  1,636,000  head  on  feed  January  1, 
1959.  All  Western  States  except  Montana,  Idaho, 
and  Utah  showed  more  cattle  on  feed  than  a  year 
earlier.  California,  the  leading  Western  State, 
was  up  32  percent  and  second  ranking  State, 
Colorado,  was  up  14  percent. 

Marketings  of  fed  cattle  and  calves  from 
the  21  States,  for  which  comparable  quarterly 
data  are  available,  were  7  percent  larger  during 
the  October-December  quarter  of  1959  compared 
with  a  year  earlier.  In  the  North  Central  States 
marketings  were  up  8  percent  and  in  6  Western 
States,  3  percent  larger. 

Beef  steers  and  heifers  (Prime,  Choice, and 
Good  grades)  sold  out  of  first  hands  for  slaugh- 
ter during  October,  November,  and  December  at  12 
important  markets  were  3  percent  above  the  same 
period  in  1958.  The  number  of  steers  marketed 
were  down  1  percent  but  heifer  marketings  were 
up  19  percent.  These  sales  data  do  not  include 
direct  sales  to  packing  plants,  mixed  lots  of 
steers  and  heifers,  or  some  deliveries  bought 
on  prior  contracts. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  placed  on 
feed  during  the  last  quarter  of  1959  was  1  per- 
cent less  than  during  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.   Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle 
into  9  Corn  Belt  States  (for  which  data  are 
available)  during  October  and  November  1959  were 
down  1  percent  from  the  same  period  in  1958 — 10 
percent  smaller  in  October,  but  13  percent 
larger  in  November. 


A  breakdown  of  January  1  numbers  on 
feed  in  21  States  by  weight  group  indicates 
a  substantial  increase  from  a  year  earlier  in 
the  number  of  cattle  weighing  over  900  pounds. 
The  number  weighing  over  900  pounds  totaled 
1,840,000  head — up  262,000  head  or  17  percent 
from  January  1  a  year  earlier.  The  number 
weighing  less  than  900  pounds  at  5,031,000 
head  was  up  285,000  head  or  6  percent. 

Of  the  number  of  cattle  on  feed  Jan.  1, 
69  percent  were  steers  and  steer  calves,  29 
percent  were  heifers  and  heifer  calves,  and  1 
percent  were  cows  and  other.  For  21  States 
with  comparable  data,  70  percent  were  steers 
and  steer  calves  compared  with  71  percent  a 
year  earlier.  Heifers  and  heifer  calves  ac- 
counted for  29  percent  this  year  and  28  per- 
cent a  year  earlier. 

In  the  26  States,  71  percent  of  the  cat- 
tle on  feed  January  1,  1960  had  been  on  feed 
less  than  3  months,  24  percent  had  been  on  feed 
from  3-6  months,  and  5  percent  had  been  on 
feed  more  than  6  months.  For  the  21  States 
with  comparable  data  available,  the  number  of 
cattle  on  feed  less  than  3  months  this  Jan.  1 
was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  but  the 
number  on  feed  3-6  months  was  up  36  percent, 
and  the  number  on  feed  more  than  6  months  was 
up  39  percent.  As  a  percent  of  total  cattle 
on  feed  January  1  for  the  21  States,  the 
number  on  feed  less  than  3  months  was  71  per- 
cent; 3-6  months,  24  percent;  and  more  than 
6  months,  5  percent.  Last  year  77  percent 
were  on  feed  less  than  3  months;  19  percent, 
3-6  months;  and  4  percent  were  on  feed  more 
than  6  months. 

Cattle  feeders  reported  that  of  the  cattle 
and  calves  on  feed  January  1  in  26  States  they 
expect  to  market  3,313,000  head  in  January, 
February,  and  March.  If  intentions  are  carried 
out  marketings  for  this  quarter  would  be  13 
percent  above  the  number  marketed  from  the 
January  1  inventory  during  the  same  three-month 
period  last  year  for  the  21  States  having  com- 
parable data. 

Actual  marketings  accounted  for  95  perceat 
of  January-March  intentions  in  1956,  103  per- 
cent in  1957,  105  percent  in  1958,  and  97 
percent  in  1959. 

Beginning  with  this  report,  quarterly  data 
on  numbers  on  feed,  marketings,  and  placements 
are  included  for  5  States  in  addition  to  the  21 
States  formerly  included. 

Estimates  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed 
January  1  for  11  Southeastern  States  are  avail- 
able for  the  first  time  in  this  report.
